The Self Advocacy Resource and Technical Assistance Center (SARTAC) is accepting 
applications for their second round of National Self Advocacy Fellowships. The fellowship 
will provide a year-long opportunity for people with intellectual and developmental 
disabilities to develop and grow their skills as leaders.
